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DETAILED ACTION 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Justin J. Oliver on December 28, 2004.

2. Applicant's election of claims 1- 13 in the reply filed on 1 1/24/2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1- 13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
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102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 1 , for example which include an optical 
deflector having a supporting substrate, a moveable plate having a reflective surface on 
one side and a magnetic material on another side thereof and magnetism generating 
means provided in the vicinity of spaced apart from the magnetic material for driving the 
moveable plate relative to the supporting substrate to deflect light incident on the 
reflective surface and another side of moveable plate has at least two recesses and the 
magnetic material is provided in the recesses. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Murakami et al discloses (6,392,776 B1) discloses, an optical scanner.
